Hope has been selected by the Soil 


Conservation Service as the location of 
their main office for south Arkansas. 
Tills office is moving into the Carri- 
gnn building, which has recently been 
remodeled according to the service's 
specifications. 


This office brings to Hope a staff of 


eleven specialists in soil-conservation 
practices and government fiscal and 
procurement procedures. 


The staff of specialists in soil-con- 


servation practices will work from this 
office to supervise the project at Hope, 
the SCS-CCC 
Camp at Alton, the 


Mine Creek Soil Conservation District 
iit Nashville, the SCS-CCC amp at 
Magnolia, and 
the 
demonstrational 


project, the SCS-CCC Camp, and the 
Lower East Saline Soil Conservation 
District at Monticcllo. 


The work area of these units com- 


prise approximately a million areas. 
They already have about 700 farms 
under agreement, on which soil-con- 
serving practices are being established 
by the land-own»rs in cooperation 
with the Soil Conservation Service. 


The business management and the 


technical staffs of the Hope Project 
arc being moved into the space ad- 
joining the Area office in the Cnr- 
rigan building. The warehouse and 
garage is being moved to the Brun- 
didgo building, formerly occupied by 
the Western States Grocery com- 
pany.

and LaFayette counties will go to the 
polls Saturday to vote on the creation 
of the proposed Terre Kouge-BodcaW 
Soil Conservation* District. 


The objective of such a district is to 


do progressive erosion control work 
.using all the. latest known methods or, 
soil conservation on the agricultural 
lands lying within "the boundaries of 
this district. 


It is a cooperative enterprise In 


which the farmers 
work together 


among themselves to carry on a com- 
plete coordinated soil conservation 
program on their farms. The process' 
of forming a district is 'democratic in 
every respect. 


First, the landowners have petitioned 


the State Soil Conservation Committee 
for .a.? .district, a, public hearing was'*, 
held' at three places within theT'dis-,*" 
trict at which the'needs of a'dis-' 
trict were publicly discussed, and"tne 
State Committee f ullyl appreciated the 
conditions and set a date for a ref- 
erendum. 


Big Vote Is Needed 


Now, three-fourths of the landown- 


ers voting at this election must cast 
their ballot in favor of the creation 
of such a district in order for the 
state committee to recognize it. If the 
district is voted on favorably by the 
landowners and • the state committee 
sees fit to set Up a district, the farmers 
will elect a Board of Supervisors con- 
sisting of three farmers to serve with 
two other" outstanding farmers ap- 
pointed by the State Committee. 


These men study the problem of ero- 


sion control, make 'necessary surveys 
and write out a program which they 
think will serve to curb erosion on the 
agricultural land within the district. 
Then they may secure help from a num. 
ber of government agencies, namely, 
the soil Conservation Service, Civilian 
Conservation Corps, State Forestry 
Commission, State Extension Service 
and a number of others who stand 
ready to cooperate with the organized 
efforts of the farmers. 


No Obligations 


After the district is set up coopera- 


tion on the part of each individual 
fanner is not compulsory. Voting fav- 
orably for the creation of the district 
in the referendum does not obligate a 
landowner to cooperate with the dis- 
trict after it is set up. 


Each landowner is urged to fully 


familiarize himself with the details of 
the district and go to the polls on Sat- 
urday, November 19 and cast their 
ballot according to true sentiments.

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Dictator Warning to Weak May Later Include Strong. 


Sing any song often enough and people will get tired of it. The peril to 


freedom represented by the triumph of the Fascist block in Europe has been 
chanted so much lately that a number of good Americans are getting a bit 
weary and are asking why someone doesn't put on a new record. 


That reaction is only natural. It is natural, too, for Americans to wonder 


if the peril isn't pretty inuch exaggerated. After all. the Atlantic ocean is 
still wide, and what goes on inside the borders of such a country as Germany, 
for instance, isn't any of our business; why should we lose any sleep over the 
fact that Fascism grows stronger rather than weaker on its own home 
grounds? 


A good part of the answer to this kind of question is being supplied these 


days by the Nazis themselves. 


You may have noticed the other day how Josef Terboxen. a Nazi district 


Deader and governor of the Rhineland. let off a blast warning Germany's 
neighbors that they must mind their p's and qs. 


Germany, says Herr Terbpven, not long ago publicly warned certain small 


states that they were getting too cocky and aggressive. One of these small, 
states, Czechoslovakia, refused to listen—and paid the penalty. Other states 
might profit by her experience. 


'If," for instance," continued Herr Terboven. "one looks at certain news- 


papers here in the west, in Luxemburg or the Netherlands, one is surprised 
anew at the impudence with which the press meddles in the most private mat- 
ters of- Germany, an impudence coupled with ignorance and an attitude of 
' superiority. 


"We say to responsible statesmen of these states: 'Either you take meas- 


ures soon which are calculated to bring the nations closer together, or these 
nations .must sotote ,day pay for having extended freedom of the press to a 
small clique.'" 


It is impossible to read that without feeling that what happens inside 


the borders >f an aggressive totalitarian state is most decidedly a matter of 
concern to citizens of a democracy. 


For this statement is sunply a blunt warning: muzzle your press and curtail 


your own freedom, or expect trouble from us. 


Today Jhe warning is directed at weak states. Is there any reason to sup- 


pose that it will not be directed at stronger ones, as soon as the Nazi strategists 
feel that it is safe? 


There can be no international harmony as long as one nation claims the 


right to order the domestic affairs of other nations. And that is where the real 
menace in the ris# of the Nazi-Fascist bloc lies. If these states were willing to 
operate on a hye-and-leWive basis it would be different-but they aren't

If you will recall something of the 


grandeur and the swashbuckling con- 
quest that was the Elizabethan period 


f British history, you have home hint 


of the story JamesA. Williamson has 
written in "The Age of Duke" (Macmi- 
lan: $5). 


A new account of the incredible act- 


ivities of Uiis swaggering "sea dog" 
and his contempories has long been ur- 
gently needed, Mr. Williamson says 
at the outset, and accordingly he ha$ 
set his story against the full back- 
drop of the period. 
The book is 


especial y significant since it js bassed 
very largely on- many new reashearich 
discoveries. 


Ihe age of Drake was a new age 


for England, ushering in a wealth of 
geographical discoveries, opening up 
new vistas of commerce reign nef 
markets whetted te merchants, new 
culture gripped the people and new 
glory challenged the empire. 


Naturally, of course, the empire 


turned toward the sea and there found 
abundent spoils. Drake, Raleigh, Gre- 
hvi le, Hawkins, Forbischer and the 
rest pf them swept everything before 
their roling battlewagons. In the end 
they vanquished the Spanishe Armada 
and the sea lanes were open to the 
British in both' the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. The age of Drake had wed- 
ded England to the waters fpr gen- 
erations to c.ome. 


Such is Mr. Williamson's story, but 


.he has by no means confined himr 
sell to the daram of the period. He 
has thrown new light ori the policies 
and the prqpaganda of the time as 
well.—P.G.F.

Persistent Hoarseness Demands An Examination 


By a Specialist 


Among the most common of all dis- 


turbances is hoarsncss of the voice 
which of course, is usually assocnted 
with some sort of disturbance in the 
nrynx or voice box. In many instances 
nere rest and refusal to use the voice 
!or some time will bring about improve 
jicnt. 


On the other hand, the causes of 
his conditios are varied and some of 
hem may represent the nisidious be- 
diming of a serious disease. Certain- 


ly persistent hoarseness should demand 
«n immediate direct' examination of 
the vocal cords • and 
of thei larynx 


by a physician, who specialises in such 
conditions. Anyone who is hoarse fpr 
ns long as 11 month should certain y 
have not only n direct examination 
of the throat, but also a complete 
bhysicial examination to determine 
the presence of any 
constitutional 


disease. 


There are many factors which may 


affect the sound of the voice, Some- 
times it is muffled or thick as n re- 
sult of au inflammation in the nose or 
in the sinuses or as a result of a sewll- 
Ing in the throat. A cure of these 
conditions will result in restoring to 
the voice its norma resonance. 


In order to have n voice that is nor- 


mal, 
the vocal cords must come to- 


gether as they do under normal con- 
ditions. Their tension must be normal 
and they must be vibrated in the nor- 
mal manner. An interference with 
any one of these conditions will pro- 
duce a change in the voice. 


Among the factors which may pro- 


duce swelling tmd inflammation of 
the yocel cords or of throat are the 
presence 
of veneral disease. 
The 


most dangerous of all'of the conditions 
is, of course, cancer, although can- 
cer of the urynx fortunately is a rather 
unusual condition. The examination 
for the presence of cancer must in- 
clude a direct examination of the vocal 
cords in action which only a physician 


with the proper instruments is capable 
of making. It is not possible for }he 
overage pcfsoi) to examine Ms own 
cords; neither is it possible, to have 
a friend look at the vocal cords. Sbec- 
ial Instruments and apparatus oj-e nec- 
essary for tills puropsc. 


In the vast majority of cases cancer. 


(is neglected. 
An Investigation has 


.shown that 82 per cent of cases of 
• cancer of the larynx if discovered 
early ore curab e, but unfortunately 
90 per cent of all the patients with 
cancer of the larynx die of the dis- 
ease. This is proof of the fact Hint the 
condition Is neglected in it .early stages. 


Tuberculosis of the larynx Is a more 


common condition and is unfortunat- 
ely often associated with tuberculosr 
Is of the lungs. For that reason'the 
slightest indication of tuberculosis of 
the larynx should demand a complete 
study of (lie ixiticnt's chest, includ- 
ing all of the usual physical cxaminat? 
ion as well as the taking of X-ray pic: 
lures. In tuberculosis of the larynx 


the tpnstant coughing and expectora- 
tion and pain of swa lowing are serious 
signs of danger, 


Venereal disease may attack the 


vocal cords as well as any other part 
of the body. In the pfespnon nf sy- 
philis with extensive manifestation of 
the disease elcswhcre in the body, 
constant ahorsness should indicate that 
the cftsease may also hr>vc attacked the 
vocal cords. 


There are also conditions affecting 


the vocal cords which arc related to 
conditions affecting 
the musics of 


the body resulting in the appearance 
of weakness soon after the muscles be- 
gin to used. In such cases the voice 
gives out after having been used for 
30 mjiiuteli. or more.

except upon a yea and nay vote on roll 
call of two-th'irds of all the members 
elected to each house of the general 
assembly." 


Supreme court records show the 


tribunal has never been called upon 
to construe that section. 


Politicians at the state capital gen- 


erally frown on the double primary, 
arguing that the system increased 
greatly the expenses of a candidate and 
sometimes results in those who trailed 
in the first primary uniting against the 
leaders in the second vote. 


Some expressed belief Wednesday 


that a test suit might be brought 
against the controversial amendment 
(No. 32) on the ground that its ballot 
title did not give the voter a clear in- 
sight into what he was voting upon. 
The supreme court two years ago ruled 
that after an initiated measure had 
been voted upon the question of suf- 
ficiency

1936 and 46.7 per cent in 1934. With the 
exception of Georgia, the survey did 
not include any of the heavily-Demo- 
cratic Southern states because suf- 
ficient data from them is still lack- 
ing. 


The percentage of Republican votes 


in the 24 states in 1936 was computed 
on the basis of the total vote in the 
presidential race. The percentage for 
1934 was reached on the basis of votes 
for representatives. For the 1938 com- 
pilation, gubernatorial and senatorial 
returns were used in some cases be- 
cause of oncomplete returns in the dis- 
trict elections of representatives. 


In the 24 states this year, the Repub- 


licans polled 14,010,223 ballots, Demo- 
crats had 48.5 per cent of the major 
party vote. 


Despite the indicated Republican 


vote-getting advantage in half the 
states, which comprise populous cent- 
ers of the East, Midwest and West, 
Democrats elected 262 representatives, 
or 60.2 per cent of the house mem- 
bership. With 170 congressmen, Repub- 
licans have 39.1 per cent of the house 
voting power. 


The nation-wide popular vote can 


not be tabulated until all states have 
reported. If the ratio of former years 
is maintained, however, the 24-state 
survey would indicate a tital vote of 
about 40,000,000. Such a total, which 
would include about 1,000,000 minor 
party ballots, would be the greatest 
off-year vote in history. 


Wednesday's preliminary tabulation 


showed that Democrats suffered major 
percentage losses in a dozen key states. 
Although they won the New York gov- 
ernorship, Democrats polled only 50.7 
per cent of the major party vote in 
that race. The ratio in some other 
statewide races was higher, however. 
In the 1936 presidential election, the 
party polled 58.5 per cent of the vote 
and 56.8 per cent of the off-year bal- 
loting of 1934. 


The sharpest Democratic reverses oc- 


curred in the "third party" slates of 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The party 
toiled only 5.7 per cent of the Minne- 
sota vote this year, compared with 
62.4 per cent in 1936 and 26.8 per cent 
in 193*. ,,
